School board candidates last night gave their views on five questions posed by the 
American Association of University Women in a public forum An estimated 150 
persons were on hand for the event in the Lompoc Public Library 
The AAUW wanted answers to the

savings through school closures What is 
your opinion of subsequent actions taken 
on recommendations contained in the 
report? 2) What policy would you favor 
in regard to hiring candidates from 
outside this district when there are 
qualified people within the district? 3) 
How would you establish hiring policies 
that would ensure equal opportunities 
for women at all levels in the school 
system0 41 What action would you 
recommend to prevent the growth of 
present racial problems in the schools? 
51 What would your proposals be for the 
use of the $19 million now available to 
the district0 (Note by this reporter: The 
money comes from a sum illegally 
withheld from state aid monies and now 
unfrozen by the courts It is one-time- 
only money ) 
All seven of the candidates were 
present 
Barbara Berg, who was part of the 
committee that produced the Williams 
Report, 
said 
the 
orig inal 
recommendation for the closing of two 
schools and the pinpointing of one of 
them did not take into account the 
human factors involved. She said she 
would have to review the question of 
school closures in the light of continuing 
enrollment statistics In other respects, 
Mrs. Berg would hire from within the 
district 
if 
qualified 
persons 
are 
available, cites the district's upcoming 
affirmative action program as the hope 
for equal employment opportunities for 
women; thinks some racial problem 
areas have been identified and that the 
problem has to be shared by the home. 
She would use some of the $1.9 million to 
provide inservice training for teachers, 
particularly in reading, English and 
math, some of the money for beefing up 
vocational education programs and for 
upgrading elementary school libraries. 
During the question period Mrs Berg 
also said she favored more art, music 
and physical education programs at the 
elementary level. 
Karl Braun, who is running as an 
incumbent candidate and who on the 
board at the time that one elementary 
school was closed on base, said last 
night he thought the action was correct. 
He said the small amount of savings to be 
realized by closing two schools did not 
warrant the action. But, he added “ it s 
time to get back to the report again.” 
Braun said he would give preference in 
hiring to the “ best qualified” candidate 
for a job whether in or out of the 
district He said he places great faith in 
the 
district’s 
affirm ative 
action 
program to ensure equal employment 
opportunities for women and added: 
“ The problem isn’t that great. We’ve 
been fair. We haven’t had a great 
number of women apply for top jobs.” In 
other 
respects 
Braun 
said 
racial 
problems on campus are not as severe 
as they have been described and noted 
“ they’re people problems.” He quoted 
from a survey of former students who 
thought their high school teachers had 
been fair to minorities. He also said he 
thought 
rival 
candidate 
Alberta 
Morgan's contention that masses of 
students were turned off from education 
was not true. Finally, Braun said he 
would space out the spending of the $1.9 
million over several years with high 
priority for the hiring of counselors and 
music and art instructors at the 
elementary level. He would also beef up

Jack Helman praised the Williams 
Report and said "I'd like to see better 
utilization of school facilities so we don't

He said the board should 
go back to the public again for guidance 
on closures and other recommendations 
in the report He said he favored hiring 
from within the district; thinks the 
affirmative action program will handle 
any problems of discrimination in 
hiring; and that district administrators 
are coping adequately with potential 
racial problems He said he refrained 
from commitments on the spending of 
the $1.9 million pending time to evaluate 
current requests from school officials 


Alberta 
Morgan 
would 
eliminate 
classes with more than one age group; 
and expand some facilities such as 
photography before she looked at school 
closure. She said “ the people will choose 
the school to close .” Mrs Morgan said 
she favored some plan to ensure the 
hiring of minorities here before she 
would approve hiring anyone 
from 
outside the district In other respects 
she 
would 
call 
in 
the 
liberation 
organization NOW to evaluate the hiring 
of women; thinks students are turned off 
from education; would send teachers 
into the homes to get acquainted; would 
give more health examinations to 
students, doubts there is a racial 
problem m the schools; would spend the 
$19 million on hot lunch programs and 
some on communications programs 
such as essay composition 


Charles Zink thinks the time has come 
to close another elementary school, 
would consolidate students to free an 
entire campus for 
Hancock College; 
would hire from within the district first 
if candidates are qualified; and on the 
subject of hiring women thinks top 
consideration should be given to hiring 
the best person for the education of 
children. 
Zink 
would 
hire 
more 
counselors at all levels; and finally on 
the $1.9 million question would “ let it 
stay in the bank.” He cited annual 
threats to federal impacted aid monies 
and declared: “ We should have a little 
in the kitty, just in case.” 


Edward Rodgers scored those who say 
the school system is doing a great job; 
criticized the present school board “ for 
sitting on the Williams Report for a 
year.” 


He favors closing another school and 
if not, then favors some plan to use 
empty classrooms. Rodgers also favors 
hiring from within the district if 
candidates are qualified. He scored the 
present 
school 
board’s affirmative 
action 
program 
because 
of 
its 
limitations. He said school problems 
begin 
in 
junior 
high 
school 
and 
accelerate in high school. He believes 
there are some racial problems on 
campus and that parents should get 
involved in solving them. He said the 
$1.9 million should be spent wisely 
(“ Inflation is eating up the interest.” ) 
Rogers pinpointed vocational education 
facilities as the place to spend it and 
suggested that the expenses of a hot 
lunch program could be offset by 
combining a central kitchen program 
with courses in food handling and 
nutrition. 


Joseph Grbac thinks the community 
should be permitted to use the empty 
classrooms as they’re needed, perhaps 
as senior citizen centers or community 
college facilities. Grbac thinks the 
affirmative action program will solve 
problems related to hiring policies. On 
the question of job discrimination 
against women Grbac said women out­ 
number men in the school system 10 to 
one and he doesn’t think men feel 
discriminated against because of it. 
Grbac thinks better communication is 
the key to better race relations. He 
would spend the $1.9 million on a lunch 
program (“ It doesn’t have to be hot.” ), 
on courses to teach how to manage 
fam ily 
budgets; 
on 
vocational 
education; and on courses to teach how 
to fix and care for our homes. 


Council goes project shopping 


Works on guidelines for grant funds spending

A new Lompoc fire station and expansion of Ken 
Adam Park would be nice, but the City Council thinks 
there are more pressing ways to spend $1.8 million in 
federal 
grant 
money 
under 
the 
Community 
Development Block Grant Program. 
Ways that would create new jobs for the people and 
revenue for the city. 
Thus, the Council yesterday in a noon study session 
sent back the list of “ potential eligible projects- 
programs” to be re-drawn with several points of 
criteria in mind. 
Because of the new block grant program, Lompoc is 
eligible to receive $1.8 million over the next six years 
for the development of the community. To qualify for 
the grant, the city must develop a detailed three-year 
development plan, including a shopping list of desired 
projects, and submit it to HUD (Housing and Urban 
Development Agency > by April 15,1975. 
The plan and shopping list must be approved by the 
City Council. 
In yesterday’s work session, a shopping list of 
projects suggested by citizens at large during a public 
meeting last month and by city staffers was presented 
in a report from Gene Wahlers, city administrator, to 
the Council. 
From the original list of nearly 60 projects — such 
as a new city hall facility and a municipal ice skating 
rink — a list of 34 projects which best meet the 


criteria of the block grant program were listed. They 
included a new fire station, expansion of Ken Adam 
Park, midtown sewer improvements, and promotion 
of industrial development. 
After the two lists were explained by Ed Haworth 
and Carl Neuhansen, consultants based in Santa Ana 
and hired to help prepare the city’s application for the 
grant funds, the Council reacted. 
Councilman Art Scott voiced doubt about the 
immediate need of a new fire station and Councilman 
Em il Scolari felt that promotion of industrial 
development warrants more priority than the 
expansion of Ken Adam Park, which, he said, should 
be the project of the county. 


Mayor E C. Stevens soon suggested that the list of 
potential projects be re-drawn with points of criteria 
m mind that the Council feel are important. 
The mayor began by proposing projects that benefit 
the most number of people, projects that have the 
greatest economic effect to the community (including 
those that create new jobs and increase revenue to the 
city), and projects with low “ on-going operation and 
maintenance costs” to the city. He also proposed 
projects that could free grant funds (like revenue 
sharing funds) already committed to their completion 
so those funds could be used for projects not covered 
by the block grant program. 


Other points of criteria proposed were the degree 
which projects could be operated by another agency 


once the block grant program funds have financed the 
project, and the availability of other sources of 
revenue to fund a project. 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton said she would like 
to see some of the grant funds used as a loan source 
for persons wanting to start small businesses. 
Haworth and Neuhansen, who are working on the 
block grant program application with A1 Autry, 
community development director, Bob Livingston, 
administrative assistant, and Wahlers, indicated that 
they would have the new projects list prepared and to 
the council before Feb. 18, the next public hearing on 
the program. 
According to Wahlers, Congress has appropriated 
$90,000 for Lompoc for the first year of the six year 
program and has authorized $235,000 for the second 
year and $359,000 for the third year. 
Besides considering the approval of the projects 
list, the council will also consider the three year 
community development plan and the actual projects 
to be started in the first year on Feb. 18. A vote may 
not be taken; but action by the council is needed by 
Feb. 25, Wahlers said. 
Included in the development scheme is a three-year 
housing program, which will be considered also on 
Tuesday, as proposed by Wahlers and his team. In this 
phase of the block grant program, funds will be 
channeled into housing authority projects for leasing 
and building low and medium income housing in this 
area. 


Panel seeks solution to Ryon Park drinking

In an effort to control problems 
caused by group drinking in Ryon Park, 
Park and Recreation officials met last 
night with Lt. Howard Reshoft of the 
Lompoc Police Department. 


“ I ’m sorry, I don’t really have a total 
solution 
to 
your 
problems,” 
said 
Reshoft. “ All I can do is probably 
compound them by advising as to what 
we can do legally and what we, 
unfortunately, can’t do in other areas.” 


The problem, as pointed out by Park 
Supervisor Jack Barnes, is not solely 
one 
of 
people 
drinking 
alcoholic 
beverages in the park; but the actions of 
ten-to-30 young adults between the ages 
of 18 and 30 who congregate around 
parked cars, drink to excess, urinate on 
the lawn and leave behind broken bottles 
throughout the park area. The problem 


occurs during the week as well as on the 
weekends; 
afternoons 
as 
well 
as 
evenings, he said. 
According to Barnes, there has been a 
decline in the number of mothers and 
small children using the park on 
weekdays. Several men have told him 
that they refuse to let their families go­ 
to Ryon Park unaccompanied. 


“ The daytime problems seem to be 
more difficult to enforce due to the 
additional gathering of citizens in the 
Park.” said Reshoft. “ The difficulty at 
the time is distinguishing the good guy 
from the bad guy.” 


Lt. Reshoft also pointed out that even 
though there may be ten to 30 young 
people sitting in a circle with a fifth of 
Jim Beam in the center, and though half 
of the group may be over 21 and the 
other half under 21, a policeman can’t 
legally charge them. The liquor has to 


actually be within their grasp. 
“ And they know this,” he added. 
When Park Commissioner George 
Johnson brought up the idea of using an 
undercover agent, Lt. Reshoft explained 
that though they had sent a number of 
undercover agents to the Park on 
narcotic 
violations, 
the 
Lompoc 
department is a small one with only 29 
officers and can only use so many in an 
informal attire. 
Commissioner 
Mike 
Sim inski 
introduced the idea of banning glass 
containers from the park, to eliminate 
the broken glass problem. Others felt 
this had possibilities, though again they 
felt it would be difficult to enforce. 
Good lighting at night was also 
suggested, as had been used with 
temporary success at Central Park in 
New York. Reshoft admitted that this 
would certainly help in identifying 
problem 
situations. 
Parks 
and 


Recreation 
Superintendent 
Jack 
Anderson then brought up the recent 
theft and vandalism of existing lights in 
Ryon Park. 
“ I ’d like to suggest that we defer any 
decision to the March meeting,” said 
Siminski. In the meantime, he suggested 
the problem be researched and that the 
police keep watch and perhaps come up 
with some additional ideas. 
"Commissioner Larry Flinkingshelt 
agreed, suggesting that funds might be 
allocated to hire a reserve officer to 
patrol the park on an irregular but 
frequent basis.

Ford would support gas rationing in 'crisis7 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - Federal 
Energy Administrator Frank Zarb told 
Congress today President Ford would 
support gasoline rationing in a pe­ 
troleum crisis despite Ford’s statement 
he would do so only over his “ dead 
body.” 
Ford adamantly opposes rationing as 
part of any “ mainstream program” of 
energy conservation, Zarb said. 
He testified before the Senate Interior 
Committee on separate emergency 
energy authorization bills proposed by 
the President and one of his top 
congressional critics, Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash. 
The bills would give Ford power to 
channel energy use and sources in the 
event of serious supply disruption such 
as another Arab oil embargo. 
The powers would include rationing of 
gasoline and other fuels, and mandatory 
conservation action in industry and 
private life. 
Zarb said Ford would only use such 
rationing powers in the case of a crisis 
such as a long-term embargo. 
“ It is confusing for President Ford to 
say that only over his dead body there 
would be gas rationing, yet here’s 
rationing authority,” Jackson told Zarb 
at the hearing, holding up a description 
of the administration bill. 
He referred to a Ford speech in 


Houston 
this week 
in 
which 
the 
President defended his executive order 
raising petroleum taxes instead of 
rationing 
gasoline, 
as 
many 
congressional leaders have suggested. 
Zarb said Jackson had the “ wrong 
perception.” Ford wants the power of 
rationing for use only when the nation is 
in a real crisis, such as long-term 
embargo, Zarb said. 
In other energy developments today: 
—White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said Ford still endorses the 
concept of putting a floor under 
domestic oil prices to insure some kind 
of fair return for American oilmen, but 
has not decided when —or at what level 
—to impose the rule. 
—Officials of the Teamsters Union, 
meeting 
here, 
urged 
Congress 
to 
approve rationing as the fairest means 
of softening the energy crunch. “ I say 
it’s time to nationalize oil companies” if 
they fail to help solve the problem said 
Teamsters President Frank Fitzsim­ 
mons. 
A committee of Democratic senators 
agreed Wednesday to wage a down-the- 
line 
fight 
against 
Ford’s 
energy 
program, including his tax hike on 
imported oil. The House has already 
voted to postpone the hike for 90 days 
and the measure is now in the Senate. 
Rising to the President’s challenge to 


come up with their own comprehensive 
plan, the Democrats have reached tenta­ 
tive agreement on a set of alternative 
proposals whose keynote is gradualism. 
The Democrats would use the tax laws 
to give motorists incentives to buy the 
most efficient cars and to induce oil 
producers to pump wells clean. They 
would permit higher prices for gasoline 
and natural gas —but not as high as Ford 
proposes. 
They would earmark the gasoline tax 
for 
research, 
exploration 
and 
conservation. 
They would step up 
conservation efforts and double the 
nation’s reliance on coal. 
But 
when 
steps 
toward 
energy 
independence 
threaten 
to 
impede 
economic recovery, the Democrats put 
recovery first. They disown Ford’s goal 
of curtailing imports of oil by one 
million barrels a day by the end of this 
year. 
The committee discussed its ideas 
Wednesday with Sen. Russell Long, D- 
La., who as chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee has much to say 
about energy and taxes. “ On the whole, I 
think the suggestions are meritorious 
although I reserve judgment on some of 
the specifics,” Long said later through a 
spokesman. 
The committee is to present its 
package Tuesday at a luncheon with the 


Senate Democratic Policy Committee. 
Under 
the 
Democratic 
strategy, 
approval of a bill to rescind the $1 per 
barrel oil import fee Ford imposed Feb. 
1 would be only the first step in 
defeating 
Ford’s 
program, 
geared 
toward discouraging energy consump­ 
tion through higher prices. The bill has 
been passed by the House and was 
approved 11 to 2 by the Senate Finance 
Committee Wednesday. 
The Democrats also intend to fight 
Ford’s bill to deregulate the price of 
natural gas and to pass legislation to 
block 
Ford 
from 
removing price 
controls on domestic oil. The price of 
about 60 per cent of domestic production 
is held down to $5.25 a barrel, compared 
to about $11 for uncontrolled oil. 
Congress anticipates a veto from Ford 
on the bill rescinding the tariff increase, 
but Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., says he 
was told by the White House that Ford 
has only 28 or 29 sure Senate votes 
against overriding a veto —too few to 
succeed.

Race for trustee on Allan Hancock College Board 


Challenger Diaz cites availability, vocational ed

His reasons for running for election as trustee representing 
Lompoc on the Allan Hancock College Board of Trustees are the 
issues, says candidate Edward J. Diaz, 32, of 301 North Y St. And 
there are four reasons he is vying for the seat: 
“I feel that the current trustee has not made himself available 
enough and known enough to the community,” Diaz began as he 
sat in his nicely furnished and newly added family room 
He claims that few Lompocans know who their trustee 
representative is. How would Diaz change this situation if 
elected0 
“I will ask the college to give me office space on a regular basis 
at Cabrillo, Hapgood, and Vandenberg, and I’d be there when the 
students are there, 
he replied "I’d be at Hapgood and Santa 
Maria during the day and at Vandenberg and Cabrillo at night.” 
Diaz said he doesn't know how many hours a week he would 
spend on the campuses; that would depend on the student’s 
demand for the trustee’s availability. 
Diaz, an alert and clear speaker, injected: “I’ve heard people 
say they have had problems in the ¿chool and haven’t had them 
properly attended to." As trustee, he would make himself 
available to deal with student problems, he indicated. 
A second reason he is running has to do with what he sees as “a 
lack of balance" on Hancock’s five member board. 
The candidate reported that while Santa Maria provides about 
45 per cent of Hancock's enrollment and has two trustee 
representatives, Lompoc also provides this percentage but has 
only one trustee representative. Guadalupe and Santa Ynez areas, 
on the other hand, supply about one per cent of the enrollment 
each and they each have one trustee representative, he noted 


1 would look into re-allocation of the trustee areas or adding a 
sixth trustee on the board from the Lompoc-Vandenberg area," he 
said 
Trustee area 4 (Lompoc), which is so important because of its 
population size, is not adequately represented on the board, he 
contends. 
Diaz’s third reason for wanting to be Lompoc’s trustee concerns 
the need for a full-fledged" college campus in Lompoc. Based on 
the high enrollment (about 100 students) in the new day 
program at Hapgood Elementary School such a campus is needed 
and would be used if made available,” he asserted. 
His plan of obtaining a college campus in Lompoc, complete 
with science labs and gyms, is similar to his opponents position: 
I would encourage the board to go to the state to get a full- 
fledged campus in Lompoc by taking over, in the future, a vacant 
Lompoc elementary school,” he explained. “The college, once the 
Lompoc campus is sanctioned by the state, could apply for state 
funds for remodeling, expansion, and buying adjacent land ” 
On his final reason, Diaz said, "I'm not sure that the education 
program at Hancock is well-balanced and of high-quality ” 
He believes, to start, that there should be “more emphasis on 
vocational and business areas and not so much in the fine arts ” 
A degree in fine arts won’t get you a job, but a degree in 
drafting, electronics, or mechanics will,” said the 1974 Flower 
Festival chairman 
At the same time, he concedes that the college must maintain a 
good program to get students ready for a four year college or 
university; however, he is not sure if Hancock 
is doing this 
properly, he said 
Many class credits of Hancock are discounted when students 
transfer,” he contends 


This problem can be solved by better communication between 
AHC counselors and university counselors, he suggested. 
Diaz also said there "needs to be better monitoring of the 
education process provided by Hancock” because, for one reason, 
he has observed that students coming out the business area are 
"lacking” in certain skills, typing for example. 
Diaz, who was graduated from Hancock in 1966, pointed out that 
during the time he attended he never saw a trustee or anyone from 
the administration inspect or visit a class in progress. 


He feels he is qualified to serve as the Lompoc trustee for 
several reasons: 
— The experience of serving on an educational resource 
committee of the Lompoc Unified School District, which looked 
into matters such as declining enrollment, hot lunch programs, 
and year-round enrollment. 
— 15 years of community service on various commissions and 
committees: 
Water Commission, 
Downtown 
Revitalization 
Committee, YMCA, Jaycees, Active 20-30, Kiwanis Club, Little 
League, and others. 
— Staff member of George Washington University, lecturing on 
configuration management. 
— Past PTA president. 
— "As a manager in the aerospace field, I have the necessary 
training to direct a large professional institution like Allan 
Hancock College.” 


The candidate summed up: "My record proves I’m willing to 
put in the necessary time to do the job.” 
Lompoc bom, Diaz works as a manager with the Federal 
Electric Corp on base His is married (his wife Chloe teaches 
elementary school ) and has a son.

Incumbent Burke proud of low tax rate, record

What are the issues of the race to be trustee representative 
from area 4 - Lompoc - on the Allan Hancock College Board of 
Trustees0 
Three-term incumbent Edmund Burke, 66, who is pursuing a 
fourth term, doesn't know of any. 
There are no issues,” he said recently in his modest 
livmgroom at 230 South E St., "unless my opponent has any, and I 
haven t heard of any.” 
Certainly his attendance record to the board is no issue. He 
produced an official summary of his attendance from 1963 to 1974 
which shows that of 141 possible meetings he has been absent eight 
times. 
His voting record is no issue, he contends: "Anyone can look up 
my voting record. I’m proud of my record. I have nothing to 
apologize for I’ve worked hard for the district.” 


The tax rate and cost of operating the college? Burke is proud of 
that too. Hancock has one of the lowest tax rates for operating a 
junior college: 58 cents per $100 of assessed evaluation while the 
rate is 78 cents for Santa Barbara City College (and $3.24 for the 
Lompoc Unified School District.) 


"That represents what the board and the administration is doing 
in terms of keeping costs down,” he pointed out. "Considering 
inflation and higher wage demand, to be able to hold the tax line is 
a remarkable achievement.” 


Along these lines, Burke continued that it costs $840 per year to 
educate a student at AHC as compared to $970 at SBCC < and $1 040 
in the LUSD.) 


The last time Burke ran for re-election, in 1971, another 
candidate made an issue out of getting a college campus like 
Hancock’s built in Lompoc. 


According to Burke, such a promise is easy to make, but 
impossible to fulfill at this time. State laws, he explained, prevent 
AHC from buying land and constructing another campus within 
the district because enrollment projections don’t warrant such a 
facility. 
Burke believes that for now the nine classrooms at Hapgood 
Elementary School are satisfying the need for local day classes. 
However, he said, he is working for the day when a local vacant 
elementary school can be renovated into a full-campus facility 
that would include science labs This would be the closest Lompoc 
would come to getting a campus like Hancock 


"We’ve got a foothold here (with Hapgood > and we’ll continue to 
get as much space as there is demand for it,” he promised. 
A soft-spoken and patient man, Burke has been Lompoc’s first 
and only trustee representative since Lompoc voted to join the 
Allan Hancock College District in 1963 His work and interest on 
school boards goes further back than 1963 


He was a member of the Lompoc Elementary and High School 
Boards from 1956 to 1960. He was president of the boards for the 
last two years. 


According to his resume, he “worked on the successful bond 
campaign to build needed schools... (and) led the campaign 
which successfully unified the Lompoc school districts.” 
Burke was a member of the executive board of the Santa 
Barbara County School Boards Association for six years, holding 
the office of vice president and, for two years, president. 
Why is he running for a fourth term as Lompoc trustee, a non­ 
paying job? 


He answered, unhurriedly, "I think primarily I enjoy the 
with college people and I’ve always been interested in education; 
I did teaching at one time.” 


Burke is married and has a daughter (married and teaching at 
the elementary school level) and a son (a UCSB graduate, now 
owner and operator of POC Records in Lompoc > 


Burke himself is a college graduate (in engineering from 
Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn» and worked for Johns-Manville 
for 28 years in Lompoc before retiring a year ago. Mostly he

Plus, he has had a long-time "semi-professional" interest in 
theater, having served as a technical advisor to the Federal 
Theatre in New York in the 1930’s and having founded and directed 
the Lompoc Players for five years, he said 


In fact, Burke proudly volunteered that he worked hard to 
persuade the other trustees on the board to vote in favor of 
building the well-used $1 million Performing Arts Center building 
at Hancock 


On how he sees the responsibility of the board, Burke said, "the 
board's chief responsibility is to continually monitor the 
administration and staff, to stimulate in terms of accepting new 
ideas.” 


In other words, he sees his job as not letting the administration 
and staff become complacent in their services and programs to 
the public There is a continuous program by both of upgrading the 
courses of siudy available and it is a job of the board to review 
that program, he noted. 


Presently, Burke rates the college favorably: "It is a good 
facility and the quality of education is good, but that doesn’t mean

“Poor staff work” was the 
explanation given about Mor­ 
ton's withdrawal. 
The department had pledged 
to the attorney general of New 
Jersey in 1971 and to the 
Supreme Court in June, 1972, 


and again in June, 1973, that it 
would take no steps toward any 
lease sale unless there was an 
agreement with the states 
involved —or until the Supreme 
Court decided other issues 
The Supreme Court is sche­ 
duled to hear Feb. 24 oral 
arguments about state and U.S. 
claims to offshore territory. 
In 1969, a court appointed 
referee declared that the U.S. 
government owned everything 
seaward of the 
three-mile 
territorial limit. 
East coast states claimed, 
however, that their colonial 
charters entitled them to much 
more than the three-mile limit. 
Maryland, for example, claims 
37 5 miles. 
The Supreme Court agreed to 
consider the debate Meantime, 
the Interior Department pro­ 
mised the court it would take 
no action which would lead 
toward a lease of offshore land 
unless there was an agreement 
between the federal and state 
governments. 


Soaring numbers file

The number of persons filing for unemployment compensation 
soared to a new high, the Labor Department said today. But the 
stock market showed strength in anticipation of President Ford’s 
visit to Wall Street. 
President Ford’s scheduled speech before the New York Society 
of Security Analysts was the first of any president before the stock 
market group 
Wall Street had few expectations for new revelations about 
Ford’s economic recovery program but had high hopes he would 
say something to restore confidence in the economy. 
In early reaction to the presidential visit, prices soared in heavy 
and brisk trading on the New York Stock Exchange. 
But in Washington, there was another strong signal that 
unemployment is growing at a record clip. 
The Labor Department said unemployment insurance rolls 
soared to 4 8 million persons in the week ending Jan 25. A total of 
127,200 persons, including 39,800 in Michigan, the home of the 
beleaguered auto industry, filed for claims for the first time. 
There were also unusual spurts of new unemployment claims in 
Florida, Virginia, Georgia, South Carolina and North Carolina 
Not all of the nation’s 7.5 million jobless persons —8.2 per cent 
of the nation’s work force —are eligible for compensation 
The security analysts association has nearly 4,000 members and 
expected nearly 1,800 members and newsmen to attend the Ford 
speech scheduled 30 minutes after the stock market closed at 4 
p.m. 
Monte Gordon, of the Dreyfus Corp and vice president of the 
NYSSA, said he doubted Ford would provide “any unusual 
statement or surprise, but we don’t know for sure.” 


Ford cash plan could 
erase state surplus

SACRAMENTO < UPII — Legislative Analyst 
A Alan Post today warned a rare joint meeting 
of the Assembly and Senate that President 
Ford's budget and energy proposals could wipe 
out most of the state’s $574 million surplus. 
Post said the oil import tax alone would 
increase consumer prices by about two per cent, 
resulting in a net $83 million cost increase for 
state government “as higher energy prices 
ripple through the economy.” 
The legislature called the joint meeting at the 
Sacramento Community Center for a briefing 
by state and national experts on the troubled 
economy. 
It was believed lawmakers have met only 
twice before outside the Capitol —in 1862 when 
Sacramento was flooded and in 1958 for 
dedication of the former Capitol in Benicia. 
Budget cuts by the Ford administration would 
eat up $450 million of the state's surplus if Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr and lawmakers decide to 


pickup the tab for programs that would be cut 
back or eliminated under the new federal 
budget, Post said 
The veteran legislative analyst also said the 
Brown 
administration's 
forecasts on 
the 
economy were much rosier than those projected 
by the Ford administration. 
He said the “most significant feature” of 
Ford’s new budget is that it forecasts higher 
inflation in 1975 and 1976 than the figures used to 
prepare Brown’s new $11.3 billion state budget 
proposal. 
Ford predicted an 11.3 per cent inflationary 
rate in 1975 and 7.8 per cent in 1976, compared 
with Brown’s respective projections of 10.3 per 
cent and 6.9 per cent, Post said. 
“A rough rule of thumb is that the state costs 
will increase by $100 million for each one per 
cent increase in the rate of inflation, if the 
legislature and governor agree to fund the 
cost," the nonpartisan fiscal watchdog said

Eggplant Supreme 
1 large eggplant 
1 (8 oz.) can minced clams 
4 cup milk 
2 tbsp oleo 
cracker crumbs 
Parmesan cheese 
Peel eggplant and slice thin. Boil in salted water 
until tender. Drain well and mash Mix in the oleo. 
Drain and save the juice from clams Butter casserole 
and alternate a layer of eggplant, a layer of clams, a 
layer of cracker crumbs, and dots of oleo, using about 
2 tbsp. of oleo in all. Blend milk with clam juice and 
pour over mixture Salt to taste Bake at 350 degrees 
for 30 minutes Add parmesan cheese just before 
serving. 
Suggested as a dessert to be served after a “filling” 
meal or as a between time snack, is Georgie s gelatin 
pie, served to your editor on one recent occasion 
Whipped Lemon Gelatin Pie 
1 pkg lemon Jello 
1V« cup hot water 
one third cup sugar or substitute 
juice and rind of large lemon 
1 (13 oz.) can Pet milk 
graham cracker crumbs 
Mix sugar with Jello, add hot water and stir until 
dissolved. Let cool. Add lemon juice and rind and let 
congeal in the refrigerator. Beat milk until it stands 
in peaks. Combine with first mixture which has 
congealed. Pour into pie plate which has been lined 
with graham cracker crumbs. (Oleo or butter is not 
used — just sprinkle fine crumbs around the plate 
enough to cover bottom — not thick as when butter is 
used > Sprinkle some crumbs on top of pie, and 
refrigerate until served 
This amount makes two 
medium sized pies. 
From Howard Kilgore, hair stylist at Binnie 
Blanchard's Beauty Salon, come two recipes brought 
home after a visit with his mother some years ago. 
Both sound easy to make. 


Chicken-Corn Soup 
1 large stewing hen 
1 can whole kernel corn 
10-12 hard cooked eggs. 
Stew hen until tender, cut meat from bones, then 
return to the broth in which it was cooked Add the 
com and the eggs which have been put through a 
coarse grinder. Salt and pepper to taste. Heat and 
serve. 
Salad Dressing 
Mi cup sugar 
Vfc cup white vinegar 
Vt cup sweet cream 
Butter the size of an egg 
3 eggs 
pinch of dry mustard 


Boil all together, stirring constantly until thick like 
cream. This makes about 1 pint of salad dressing, for 
use on a salad of potatoes, celery and hard cooked 
eggs.

Dice the potato and cook with onion in salted water 
until tender Add milk and bring to boil. Brown the 
flour in melted butter in a heavy frying pan, stirring 
constantly until well browned Stir into soup and boil a 
few minutes until it thickens, then season to tas»e 
Lastly, add the chopped egg. Serves six 
Boova Shenkel 
1 Mi to 2 lbs. lean boiling beef 
2 cups flour 
2 tsp. baking powder 
1 tbsp lard or other shortening 
1 tbsp butter 
Vk cup water 
4 potatoes 
•4 tsp. salt, dash of pepper 
2 tbsp butter 
1 onion, minced 
1 tbsp minced parsley 
2 eggs 
4 tbsp. butter 
Stew the beef for about two hours or until tender 
During the last hour prepare the dumpling dough as 
follows: Make a dough of flour, baking powder, lard, 
butter and water as for pastry Roll into 6 circles 8 
inches in diameter, and set aside Pare potatoes and 
slice thin, season and cook When soft, combine with 2 
eggs (beaten), butter, onion and parsley Let stand for 
10 minutes before putting on pastry. 
Divide potato mixture on pastry circles and fold 
over into half-moon shape and seal Drop into broth to 
cook with meat for 30 minutes When boiled, lift from 
broth and brown in skillet using 4 tbsp butter. Serves

(Boova Shenkel translated, means “boys’ legs,” 
which seems a strange name for dumplings, but then

Ensemble returned to Lompoc Sunday 
for Community Concerts. This gives 
some idea of how popular the group is 
with the local Association. 'Hie full 
house was offered a highly varied 
“request” program which made printed 
commentaries 
impossible. 
Artistic 
Director Anthony Shay became the 
information "centerfold.” 


As always they demonstrated the 
group’s tremendous artistic honesty and 
attention 
to 
detail 
without 
undue 
theatrics. This is especially notable in 
the beautiful fresh costumes and above 
all, in the authentic sound of the live 
music, (hie never ceases to be amazed 
by the insistence of live performers for 
these highly specialized instruments. It 
adds tremendously to the group’s appeal 
and to the rewards for the audience. 


This was probably the Aman’s most 
interesting program to date because it 
was the most varied in content.

NEW YORK (UPI) - It took Joe Rudi one 
whole year, but he finally evened things up with 
Charlie Finley. 
In that quiet, gentlemanly way of his, he went 
one-on-one with the Oakland A’s’ quixotic owner 
and came away the winner without having to go 
to arbitration. 
This time he won himself a contract for 
$90,000. 


Last time, he didn’t do so well. He went to 
arbiti ation with Finley and lost. He was all set 
to go there again today after being offered 
$70,000 originally but Charlie Finley did some 
soul-searching, had a change of heart and gave 
in to his 28-year-old outfielder-first baseman 
Joe Rudi, who most other ballplayers felt was 
short changed by the arbitrator a year ago, is 
not a vindictive individual. 


“All I want is what’s fair,” he told Finley 
when they talked terms Wednesday night. The 
two men talked back and forth over the 
telephone, Rudi with his adviser Jerry Kapstein 
in San Francisco and Finley in Oakland, for 
more than two hours. Finally Finley gave Rudi 
what he was asking. 
“Mr. Finley was fair and equitable,” said 
Kapstein. “Joe is very happy with his new 
contract." 


Finley settles one out of arbitration court 


Rudi struck out at the arbitration table a year 
ago when five of the nine Oakland A’s players 
who filed did all right for themselves. Joe Rudi 
had some pretty good credentials going for him, 
but the arbitrator still ruled in favor of Charlie 
Finley. 


Reggie Jackson, Sal Bando, Ken Holtzman, 
Rollie Fingers and Darold Knowles all got what 
they wanted at arbitration last year, but the 
case most of the baseball people talked about 
was Joe Rudi’s. 


He asked for $67,500 but was awarded only 
$55,000, a raise of $5,000. In light of the raises 
some of the other A’s received it was rather 
generally agreed Joe Rudi should’ve gotten 
more than what he did for the kind of year he 
had for the A s 


Nonetheless, he never beefed. Nor*was he 
critical of the arbitration system. He simply 
went about his job the way he usually does, 
quietly, efficiently and without any daily press 
conferences, missing only four games all 
season. His .293 batting average was bettered by 
only 10 other players in the American League. 


his 99 RBI’s were topped by only one other and 
he finished sixth in home runs with 22. As 
footnotes, he led the league in total bases with 
287 and in doubles with 39. 


In addition, Rudi played his customary 
excellent game on defense, primarily in left 
field and occasionally fct first base, so that when 
it came time for the players to vot$ for their 
own All-Star team for The Sporting News, he 
emerged the top vote-getter among all the 
outfielders. 


Joe Rudi didn’t curl up and die in the World 
Series with the Dodgers. He batted .333 against 
them, led the A’s in RBIs and won the final 
game with a home run off Mike Marshall, the 
best reliever in the business. 


Everybody likes Joe Rudi. Basically he’s a 
decent guy who minds his own business. Much of 
the publicity he receives revolves in some way 
around the fact that he actually doesn’t get a 
whole lot. That doesn’t seem to bother him. He 
still plays the game his own way, doing what he 
thinks is right. I’ve been in the losers’ dressing 
room following the last game of each of the last 


World Series and the one player from the 
winners who has come in every time to offer an 
encouraging word has been Joe Rudi. He never 
misses. 
Don Pries originally signed Rudi 11 years ago 
for the Kansas City A’s. Now with the major 
leagues’ 
Central 
Scouting 
System, 
Pries 
happened to be looking at Rudi during a high 
school game in which the the opposing pitcher 
hit him with a pitch and broke his hand Rudi, 
who had homered earlier in the contest, didn’t 
realize his hand was broken. He came up again 
and got himself another base hit. 
Pries took him to the doctor himself. 
Eventually, he signed the slender, quiet kid 
from Modesto, Calif., even though Rudi’s hand 
was in a cast. They became good friends and 
still are. 
Joe Rudi would come to Don Pries’ home and 
they’d get a towel out of the bathroom and put it 
down on the floor of the living room. That would 
be home plate, and they’d talk hitting for hours 
at a stretch. Sometimes they’d talk so long, it 
would get late and Rudi would sleep over. 
The beds in the guest room of Don Pries’ 
house are arranged bunk-style, one on top of the 
other. Pries’ young son, Monte, would sleep in 
the lower bunk. Joe Rudi would climb up into 
the top one. 
“His feet would always stick out,” laughs Don 
Pries.

Tliese are two of several 
recommendations made by a 
California State Department of 
Education task force study of 
physical 
education 
in 
the 
state’s high schools. 
The study, prepared by David 
Sweet of the department’s 
Office of Program Evaluation 
and Research, was requested 
last year by the State Board of 
Education and was presented 
to the Board at its meeting this 
afternoon in Los Angeles 
“High schools should make 
the necessary changes in their 
current procedures to effect 
greater 
student 
choice 
of 
a c tiv itie s 
in 
physical 
education,” the report stated 
“ Students should be given the 
opportunity to indicate what 
activities they would like to 
have 
included 
in 
the 
curriculum, 
and 
these 
activities 
should 
then 
be 


offered as alternatives to the

practicable ” 
Sweet said the study also 
recommends: 
— That a physical education 
class should, in most cases, 
have no more than 40 students 
per teacher. The report said 
more than one-half of all 
students are now in classes 
with more than 40 students per 
teacher. 
— That the State Board 
investigate increasing the use 
of community 
facilities 
to 
supplement 
inadequate 
on- 
campus 
physical 
education 
facilities. 
— That physical education 
teachers should give more

— The students be given 
more responsibility for the 
effective use of their time. 
A questionnaire returned by 
43 of the 49 other states to 
which it was sent indicated that 
about 50 per cent require

Storms clobber East, 
Northern California

Even the weather was fid­ 
dling 
with 
the 
economy 
Wednesday 
as 
a 
powerful 
winter storm rolled over the 
Atlantic Seaboard, forcing the 
New York Stock Exchange to 
shut down early, closing thou­ 
sands of schools and snarling 
air and highway traffic. 
New York City was hobbled 
by six inches of snow —the 
heaviest snowfall in four years 
—and deep snow spread from 
Pennsylvania to New England 
Nine inches of snow fell in 
Connecticut and businesses and 
factories throughout the state 
sent workers home early. 
The New York Stock Ex­ 
change closed 90 minutes early, 
marking only the third time in 
history that the closing bell has 
rung a premature end to stock 
trading because of bad wea 
ther. 
A New Jersey commuter 
arrived at a Manhattan bus 
terminal two hours late and 
announced: " I ’m just going 
downstairs, get on another one 
of these wrecks and go home ”

Another voice 


Theenergy crisis, if it can be called that, 
is taking up more space in newspapers and 
magazines and more time on t.v. and radio 
these days than did the Vietnam War in its 
heyday. Everyone has something to say on 
the subject, this publication included. 
Another who had something to say, and 
said it recently, was a Dr. William Ronan 
of 
the 
American 
Public 
Transit 
Association (APTA). 


Ronan s 
remarks 
were 
relative 
to 
President Ford s desire to reduce the 
importation of foreign crude oil by 
upwards of one million barrels a day. To 
do that, the President is going to raise oil 
import fees which will subsequently raise 
the cost of gasoline and other fuels at the 
pump, 
and hopefully reduce demand 
accordingly. 
Ronan and APTA say that the idea is 
fine, to a point. 


APTA feels that more than 40 per cent of 
the oil savings the President is trying to 
achieve 
can 
be 
realized 
simply 
by 
diverting 25 per cent of all current 
commuting trips from the car to public 
transit; and by diverting 10 per cent of 
non-work related trips from cars to buses 
or rapid transit vehicles. 
The kicker in the equation is Ford’s 


import fee. 
If public transportation systems, i.e. 
buses, have to pay an increased amount of 
money for fuel as a result of a one dollar 
increase on barrels of crude, then that cost 
increase will have to be passed on to the 
transit user in the form of higher fares. 
Since public transit systems across the 
country lost $1.2 billion in 1974, and APTA 
sees higher fares as an anathema to the 
situation, then it can 
reasonably be 
supposed that fare increases will drive 
more people toward private transportation, 
which is what the Administration says it 
doesn’t want. 
On the other hand, if public transit fares 
can be kept at present levels, and the price 
of gasoline increased, then more people 
will ride public systems and fewer will 
drive their own cars, and gasoline will be 
conserved. 
A side benefit would be that Detroit, in 
its own efforts at economic survival, 
would 
by 
necessity 
develop 
more 
economical automobiles to attract the 
transit customer back, and everyone 
would gam. 
The logic of Ronan’s argument is 
obvious. It will be interesting, then, to see 
how the Energy Administration handles it. 
We wish them wisdqm.

Student reps 


better or worse 


The dialogue that developed Tuesday 
over 
a 
proposal 
for 
student 
representation on the school board had 
the sound of something fundamental. 
Gregory M Clayton, who was described 
in a letter from Cabrillo students as “ an 
elected student official,” called for the 
board to approve a student rep because 
“ we believe that the capacity of the 
board would be greatly broadened in 
terms of the insight affordable through 
the 
admittance 
of 
a 
student 
representative ” 
“ It 
is 
our 
contention,” the letter 
continued, “ that the 
educational process of 
students 
would 
be 
greatly 
enriched 
through the present­ 
ation 
of 
th eir 
problems and sugges­ 
tions, 
not 
by 
an 
outside observer, but 
by a fellow student.” 
Supt. Glen Wegner 
said 
experience 
in 
other school districts 
showed that affairs of 
the 
school 
board 
proved 
to 
have 
a 
limited interest for 
young people and that 
initial interest of student reps was not 
sustained over periods of time. Wegner 
noted that there was some legislation in 
the works to require student reps on all 
school boards, but it was uncertain 
whether it would become law. 
In the end, Wegner was instructed to 
explore the question with high school 
principals and come up with a body of 
information. 
Before that conclusion, however, the 
trustees 
expressed 
some 
ancillary 
ideas. 
Gail 
Steiger, 
for 
example, 
wondered if some class credit might 
possibly be given for participation of 


students; 
and 
Richard 
K. 
Jacoby 
speculated that there might be other 
groups such as the PTA that would want 
similar relationships with the board 


The big question, however, and it ran 
all through the dialogue was exactly 
what the student rep was supposed to do. 
Clayton emphasized that the students 
wanted the board itself to set forth a 
resume of what was expected from such 
a representative The student rep would 
be ex officio or non-voting member, but 
beyond 
that 
his 
role 
was 
not 
immediately clear. As one observer 
noted, with or without the designation 
“ student rep,” that same student could 
sit in the audience and make suggestions 
and perhaps answer questions. 


Despite 
these 
uncertainties, 
the 
skillful 
assemblage 
of 
words 
and 
thoughts in the letter moved Jacoby to 
praise the students and particularly to 
praise Clayton for being interested in 
such affairs. Clayton said he wanted to 
get the program under way this year so 
it could be fullblown in the fall Clayton 
is graduating in June. 


When the Rev 
Kenneth R. Boyd 
opened the school board candidates’ 
forum the other night he noted that the 
seven candidates were getting to know 
each other rather well because of the 
frequent forums. What he might also 
have said, but didn’t, was that members 
of the audience also were getting to 
know each other. This reporter spotted 
many of the same faces that appeared in 
the audience at the first forum some 
days ago at Los Berros School. And 
undoubtedly they’ll appear on other 
occasions 


Tuesday night four of the board’s five 
current members were on hand if you 
count Karl Braun who was part of the 


program 
The others were Richard 
Jacoby, Gail Steiger and John Beattie. 


Jacoby was responsible for one of the 
lighter moments Tuesday during the 
regular school board meetings. He

Other dispatches tell of newspapers 
suppressed and editors put in jail for 
reporting the indictment of the regime's 
corruption by a religious group. 
This is indeed an old story repeatedly 
over the years exposing the claim of a 
Western-style democracy imposed on a 
people only in recent years emerging 
from feudalism and tribalism.
